But he could not tell you what more he could do to help close the church 
He is doing all he can. In his limited sphere he is doing as much as is Hitler in his 
larger position. So far as the function ot the church U concerned, the difference 
is in degree and procedure; not in prinelpl- and ultimate result. 
No other subversive forces can be b s dcva:atatmg to the church as those 
created and nurtured by nominal Protestants who want the fruits of the church 
in their community and nation but will not actively cooperate with the church In 
producing them. An organized anti-church movement for the abolition of the 
church from American life would ncn be a. und rmining as are the forces released 
by those who leave the church alone. 
The most inconsistent man in the community is the one who leaves the 
church alone but wants Hitlerism destroyed, a world at peace, personal freedom 
a great nation, a decent society. Is not t h e church the soil in which th ese things 
grow? But will they be produced till mhuons in the church plow, sow cultivate 
and harvest? No sensible man ought t:- ws nt others to produce and then call him 
in to share the fruits of their labors. Yet that is the case of the man who leaves 
the church alone.
